The AJ Congress further 
called for “the removal of Mr.

In a letter to Herbert Hoo- 
ver Jr., acting Secretary of 
State, Judge Justine Wise Polier, 
chairman: of AJ Congress’ exec- 
utive committee, deplored the 
“incredible” anti-Jewish remarks 
made by Mr. 
Wright, assist- 
ant dean of

Church in Washington, D. C., on 


Nov. 1. Reports of Mr. Wright's 
statements, published first in 
The National Jewish POST and 
later picked up by The New 
York Post, have now been con- 
firmed, Judge Polier said, by a 
reliable person who was among 
Mr. Wright’s audience. 

Asserting that Mr. right’s 
“subjective beliefs are of con- 
cern to no one,” Judge Polier 
pointed out that “his public ex- 
pressions of these beliefs, how- 
ever, are a matter of concern 
to us all.” 

His public expressions, the 
AJ Congress leader continued, 
“deride a religious way of life 
that many share. They impugn 
the loyalty of a substantial por- 
tion of our people and malicious- 
ly influence the policies of our 
Country in a critical part of the 
world. No one in public life 
has the same privileges of pub- 
lishing his eccentricities abroad 
in the same manner that would 
be his unchallengeable right as 
a private citizen. 

“ONE OF THE cautions that 
a government department must 
impose, and*in point of fact 
does impose,” Judge Polier’s let- 
ter continued, “is that its rep- 
Tesentatives whenever they ap- 
Pear in public, and no matter 


What the nominal auspices, con- 
duct themselves in a manner 








that is not embarrassing to the 
government, hostile to basic 
policy or insulting to any repu- 
table section of the people of 
the United States. If the De- 
partment permits these remarks 
to pass by, and if Mr. Wright is 
permitted to go publicly un- 
corrected, it would appear that 
he enjoys at least the tacit en- 
dorsement of his associates and 
superiors.” 

Mr. Wright’s remarks, the AJ 
Congress complaint. declared, 
“can have no purpose nor effect 
other than to revive those dis- 
credited canards, distortions and 
outright falsehoods that we 
should have thought have no 
place anywhere in the reputable 
community, let alone in respon- 
sible government quarters. Mr. 
Wright’s views are so bizarre 
that we must remind ourselves 
that he is a member of our for- 
eign service in the key positions 
of indoctrinating the representa- 


tives of: our own government 
abroad.” 
THE UNITED STATES De- 


partment of State, Judge Polier’s 
letter to Mr. Hoover concluded, 
“is under an obligation to rec- 
tify the wrong that has been 
done and not only to disclaim 
and disassociate itself from Mr. 
Wright’s remarks, but pubiicly 
to repudiate his statements in a 
manner that will make it un- 
mistakable that they have no 
place in American public life 
and play no role in the deter- 
mination of American policy. 
This should be followed by the 
removal of Mr. Wright from 
any position of influence or au- 
thority within the State De- 
partment.”

AJCommittee Says It Advised 
Israel Against Defiance of UN 


LOS ANGELES, Cal. (NJP)—Within 48 hours after the Israeli army had marched into Sinai, 
the officials of the American Jewish Committee had warned Ambassador Eban of the danger to 
“Israel should there be defiance of the United Nations.” 

This was revealed by the Committee president, Irving Engel, in an interview with Herb Brin, 
editor of Heritage, local Jewish weekly. 


Describing the meeting with 
Eban, Engel told Brin that oth- 
ers present were Judge Joseph 
Proskauer, Judge Simon T. Rif- 
kind and Jacob 
Blaustein. Pros- 
kauer and 
Blaustein are 
the immediate 
past presidents 
of the Commit- 
tee, 

Brin wrote 
that as a result 
of this high-lev 
el meeting,

came the Committee’s message 
to Secretary of State Dulles 
pointing out the danger to world 
peace should there be an attempt 
to revive the status quo in the 
Middle East. 


“AS A RESULT of the recent 
Engel declared, “Israel 
has eliminated Egypt as a men- 
ace, but there are two new dan- 
gers: That Russia may take ad- 
vantage of the situation and pre- 
cipitate a third world war in 
which case Israel would be 
blamed; the other danger is that 
the UN, out of a sense of exas-

Engel also confided to Brin 
figures on the actual number of 
refugees Israel] discovered when 
she occupied Gaza. From ar es- 
timated quarter of a million, the 
figure, by actual count, was 
foung to be only 125,000. Engel 
added that’ the refugees wel- 
comed the Israeli troops. 


“ALREADY ISRAEL is work- 
ing hard on the problem of in- 
tegrating the refugees. and if 
given time, will show how the 
refugee problem could be solved 
elsewhere,” declared Engel. _ 

Engel gave a forthright ac- 
count of the views of his or- 
ganization on the present crisis: 

“IT don’t believe it is possible 





for Israel to defy a unanimous 
resolution of the UN. 

“IN OUR view, Jewish organ- 
izations shoulg be very careful 
not to make statements pleading 
self-interest, but to set. their po- 
sitions in the framework of 
Ameriéa’s interest and world 
peace. ; 

“American Jewish Committee 


is very sympathetic with Israel 
and had made numerous repree 
sentations to the State Depart. 
ment, unfortunately to no avail, 
to get more arms for Israe] and 
security pacts for both sides. 

“WHEN THE attacks occured, 
we were sympathetic on the one 
hand, and very concerned of the 
effect on world opinion.”

RABBI SAYS WRIGHT EQUATES JEWS, NAZISM 


NEW YORK (NJP) — For 
practically equating Judaism 
with Nazism, Edwin Wright, as- 
sistant dean of the State De- 
partment’s school of internation- 
al studies was under attack this 
week, according to a report in 
the New York Post. 

Robert J. Spivack, the paper’s 
Washington correspondent, as- 
serted that Rabbi David A. Pan- 
itz, of Washington, had protest- 
eq by letter against Wright’s 
“false, biased and bigoted” ideas 
on Jewish history. 


RABBI PANITZ based his 
charge on a three-hour speech 
delivereq by Wright last spring 
to students in the A-100 Junior 
Foreign Service Officers course. 
Rabbi Panitz told Spivack that: 

‘Dean Wright’s presentation 
shows him to have a distorted 
view of ancient history in the 
Near East ang a lack of under- 
standing of the Old Testament 

. Furthermore his concepts 
of ‘recent Jewish history are 
highly unscholarly, erronecus 
and malicious.” 


THE LOCAL Conservative 
rabbi contended that Dr. Wright 
believes that there are two kinds 
of Jews, the “Hitler type” and 
those who are the “prophetic 
Judaism” kind, According to 
Wright, Rabbi Panitz continued, 
prophetic Judaism is represent- 
@q by the American Council for 
Judaism while all the other 


Jews, the Zionists especially, are 
of the Hitler type. 

“Dr. Wright’s lecture,” he 
concluded, “is replete with in- 
temperate and snide remarks 
against Jews, thereby casting 
aspersions against American 
Jews. Finally, his statements on 
Jews who live in Israel are ire 
quently baseg on Ignorance of 
willful malignment.” 
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Wright’s Statements Put 


Him Under Fire Before 


The Edwin M, Wright who is under fire for a talk at the church which President Eisenhower 
attends, in which he libelled Orthodox Jews, and made other charges against Jews in general 
(NJP, Nov. 23, '56) has been in hot water before for similar attacks (NJP, Aug. 10, ’51). 

Wright was the center of a bitter newspaper conflict in 1951. 

THE CHARGE OF LIAR was hurled at Wright by a veteran daily newspaperman, Lester M. 


Hunt of the Indianapolis Star. 

It all started when Wright 
delivered a talk to the second 
annual Conference on American 
Foreign Problems at Indiana 
University in Bloomington, 

The talk was reported fully in 
the Indianapolis Star, local 
morning paper, under the byline 
of its star reporter Lester M. 
Hunt. 

HUNT reported that Wright 
(NJP, July 2, '51) warned 
against a pro-Israel policy, and 
charged the new state with not 
complying with the directives of 
the United Nations while asking 
that organization for help 
against its enemies. He also vol- 
unteereq the information that 
the bulk of present-day Jews 
consisted of those who had been 
eonverted to Judaism during the 
Middle Ages, thus accounting 
for many of the blond Jews. 

In a telephone interview with

The POST (NJP, Aug. 3, '51) 
Wright accused Hunt of violat- 
ing a confidence. He said cate- 
gorically that he had been as- 


fidential and that nothing was 
to be reporteg in the press. He 
also charged that the Indianap- 
olis Star account. had misquoted 
him and that passages had been 
lifted out of their context, He 
termed it “irresponsible report- 
ing.” 

A WEEK later Hunt told The 
POST that either Wright 
doesn’t know what he said or he 
is under some sort of pressure 
to make a denial.” He charac- 
terized Wright’s charges against 
him as “lies.” 

Louis Lipsky, then chairman 
of the American Zionist Council, 
called on~ Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson to wndertake a 
“thorough investigation” — of 
Wright’s talk.

In the Uniteg States where 
there is no shortage of ambu- 
lances ang where both the police 
and the fire departments are 
equipped to aid in emergencies, 
the value of an ambulance may 
be difficult to understand. But 
in a new and rapidly growing 
nation like Israel where _ boat- 
loads of penniless immigrants 
are arriving continuously, an 
ambulanee can be of supreme 
importance. 


THE MOGEN David Adom 
has approximately 100 ambu- 
lances, It is. conservatively esti- 
mateg that a minimum of 200 
ambulances are required to take 
care of only Israel’s_barest 
needs. The ambulances are uti: 
lized not only for disasters, but 
for more mundane runs of mer- 
cy such as transporting mater: 
nity cases from the settlements 
to hospitals, and aiding in acci- 
dents. The ambulances, of 
course, serve the army in time 
of war, as do all Req Cross or- 
ganizations. 

Gifts to the fund are tax qde- 
ductible. 


THE POST is extremely grate 
ful to every donor, even those 
who have contributed $1 and 
less: The spirit is what counts.

TEL AVIV (NJP)—Israel needs Jews, not victories, Eliezer 
Livneh, leading political theoretician and writer, asserted this week. 
Following Israel’s quick success in the Sinai Peninsula, the 
one-time confidant and advisor of Prime Minister Ben-Gurion, 
wrote in Haaretz, Israel’s largest daily, that “neither military vic- 


tories nor political successes 
may compensate us for the lack 
of Jews in Israel” 

After pointing out that the 
Jews of the West will not come 
to Israel—for which he blamed 
the government’s economic pol- 
icies—Livneh declareg that the 
only source from which hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews may 
come to Israel is Soviet Russia 
and other Communist. countries 
of Eastern Europe, 

“Any military victory,” he 
wrote, “and every political and 
territorial success may finally 
result in our disadvantage if 
hundreds of thousands of Jews 
do not settle in Israel in the next 
few years.” 





EDITOR SAYS

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—Mi-

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Where Mount Sinai Is Arouses Disagreement Among Rabbis, Archaeologists

Jebel Moussa, 40 
miles northwest ef Eilat, lies astride the Exodus 
route, and is in line with the desert oasis of Ein 
Sudr, 100 miles to the west, where, according to 
Arab historians Moses struck water out of rock. 
The best sweet-water spring in the whole Sinai 
peninsula is still there, and Isreeli paratroopers 
used Ein Sudr as a base of operations during their 
campaign. 

Modern Jewish orvhanslanions sources speak of 
Jabel Hallal (Mountain of Holiness, in Arabic), 
2,926 feet high, about 60 miles southwest of Beer- 
sheba, and 15 miles due west of the Egyptian 
stronghold of Kuseima. These sources claim that 
Jebel Hallal is Mount Sinai. 


A POWERFUL school of thought, supported 
mainly by American scientists, says that Mount 
Sinai is not in the Sinai peninsula at all, but east 
of it, in the present-day Transjordan. They point 
to two likely locations: Jebel Ram, 5,397 feet 
high, 15 miles due east of Eilat, and Jebel Humei- 
ma, 4,560 feet high,’30 miles northeast of Eilat.

Child Piano Virtuoso of Israel 
Will Tour the U. S. in January

VIV—Daniel .Barenboim, the 14-year-old Israeli pianist who could be earning $150,000 


a year if he accepted every engagement offered him, will spend two months in America at the 


beginning of next year, playing under the baton of such great conductors as Leopold. Stokowski 
and giving solo recitals all over the United States on his first visit to the country. 


Offers of engagements from all over the world are constantly arriving at Daniel’s modest Tel 


Aviv home as a result of the 
rave reviews which have fol- 
lowed the young pianist wher- 
ever he has played in western 
Europe. For appearances next 
year these offers now total 
some $150,000, his father, En- 
rique Barenboim, a professor of 
music and the boy’s teacher and 
guide, told The POST. 
However, the professor severe- 
ly limits Daniel’s performances, 
insisting that he concertizes for 
only three months a year and 
for the remaining nine months 
pursues his normal studies. 
“Our aim is to give him a life 


as near normal as_ possible, 
which will produce a complete 
man as well as a _ complete 


musician,” he says of the child 
wonder, who already performs 
200 solo piano works and 20 
piano concertos by heart. 

HE IS ALSO a highly talented 
conductor and has a repetoire 
of 60 orchestral compositions, 
which he also knows by heart. 

Leopold Stokowski heard Dan- 
jel play in Paris earlier this 
year and when he learned im- 
pressario Sol Hurok was bring- 
ing the youngster to the U. S. 
he immediately asked him by 
cable to play three concerts un- 
der his baton, including the 
little-performed Prokofiev First 
Concerto. 

Daniel will give about 20 con- 
certs in the U. S., the ‘first ‘on 
Jan. 7, and hopes to perform 
works by some contemporary 
American composers, his father 
said. 

Daniel has just. completed his 
first work, a string quartet, and 
shows distinct promise in this 
direction. 

The boy was born in Buenos 
Aires and at the age of 5% be- 
gan to play the piano of his 
own accord “to imitate papa.” 
His mother, a piano teacher, 
gave him his first .lessons,, then 


his father took over. At 7, en- 
couraged by the late Adolf 
Busch, he made his concert 


debut with a piano recital in his 
native town. 

TWO YEARS later, Igor Mar- 
kevitch heard him perform and 
invited him to the Mozarteum 
in Salzburg to play and conduct. 
There his performance of Moz- 
art led the autherities at the 
Mozart Museum to invite him 
to play on the great composér’s 
Own spinet. The instrument, 
always kept under lock and key, 
Was especially taken out for 
him. The last artist given this 
honor had been Edwin Fischer 
just a quarter of a century be- 
fore 

In Salzburg the boy studied 
Conducting with Markevitch, 
Was invited by the late William 
Furtwangler to appear as solo- 
ist. with the Berlin Philharmonic. 
When Professor Barenhoim, as 
a Jew, refused the honor, Furt- 


Wangler replied: ‘Daniel Bar- 
tnboim is a phenomenon — his 
Musical and technical capac- 


ities are equally amazing.”

He might have been a young 
Rubenstein.” “Le Combat” of 
Paris compared the Israeli with 
“Alfred Cortot in the time of 
his splendor.” . 
Vienna, Amsterdam, Milan, 
Zurich and his own Tel Aviv— 
where he has appeared twice 
with the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra — are among other 
cities to shower like praise on 
Daniel, while world - famous 
musicians have been equally 
generous in their praise. 


LAST JULY the boy-wonder 
was the youngest musician in 
the 400-year-old history of 
Rome’s Academy of Santa Ce- 
cilia to win its coveted diploma, 
completing the three-year course 
with the highest honors in half 
that time. The diploma entitles 
him to be a professor of piano- 
forte at any academy or univer- 
sity. . 

His studies at Santa Cecilia 
were helped by receipt of an 
Edward A. Norman Scholarship 


of the American Fund for Is- 
rael Institutions and he is now 
giving a series of recitals spon- 
sored by the Fund, the proceeds 
of which will go to assist other 
young talent here. 

Daniel was also the winner of 
two major international piano 
competitions in Italy, with many 
other participants nearly twice 
his age. He has recorded works 
by Mozart, Brahms, Kabalevsky 
and Shostakoviteh for Philps in 
London. 

In spite of his fantastic suc- 
cesses, the youngster remains 
amazingly unspoiled and unpre- 


tentious. He practices the piano 
for only 1% hours a day, fol- 
lowing the rational study pro 


gram developed by his parents. 

THIS PROGRAM allows him 
to complete his music and gen- 
eral studies — he follows the 
syllabus of his school even when 
abroad and his scholastic record 
has been excellent—leaving suf- 
ficient time each day for friend- 
ships, sport and hobbies. 

The pianist’s particular inter- 
ests, apart from his music, are 
football, boxing — to keep him 
from acquiring a “hands com- 
plex”—stamp collecting, mathe- 
matics, chess, horses, and 
languages, of which he already 
speaks six. In addition to classi- 
cal music he is quite fond of 
jazz. 

Daniel told The POST that he 
objects to being labeled a “child 
prodigy.” He likes to be 
thought of as “a normal boy,” 
which indeed he is, in spite of 
his prodigious musical talent. 
He believes playing Mozart’s 
priceless spinet, with a picture 
of that composer looking down 
on him, his greatest moment, 
wants to go on playing the piano 
and hopes to do more conduct- 
ing as he gets older.

THOUGH A good deal of no- 
ble impulse has gone into this 
concept, it is easy to disagree 
with it on many grounds. Re- 
cently, Goldschmidt elaborated 
at length, in a series of letters, 
on why he feels the way he 
does. Because his idea has merit 
to a certain degree, we offer ex- 
eerpts from two of his letters, 
and also his wish to hear from 
others who may feel as he does. 

“Jews are building syna- 
gogues ang temples in different 
parts of the country and are 
taking pride in beautifully de- 
signed buildings.

and artists a chance to contrib- 
ute.

But to the general public, 
including Jewish youth, it is. I 
am not talking about the situa- 
tion in Israel, but here in the 
Uniteg States where the Jewish 
position has shifted from  pro- 
ducing to service-providing and 
to distributing. The sons and 
daughters of Jewish _ tailors, 
plumbers and carpenters have 
become merchants and_ store- 
keepers, or have entered the pro- 
fessions. Respect for manual 
labor—always esteemed in Jew- 
ish life—has disappeared, and 
with it its attraction for young 
people. 


“THAT JEWISH institutions 
should use Jewish sources and 
talents should be obvious. Hav- 
ing a Jewish-sounding name is 
not enough. The _ practitioner 
must have been reared in a Jew- 
ish atmosphere, ang have been 
a practicing Jew in order to have 
the honor of contributing to a 
Jewish house of worship. This 
would eliminate all those who 
made their services available to 
Christian congregations. 

“I know of a highly publicized 
designer of temples and syna- 
gogues who has in his firm a 
department specializing in 
churches. This point of Jewish 
identification holds not only true 
in the case ‘of the architect, but 
also in the employment of other 
talent necessary in the con- 
struction of a synagogue, This 
should be fundamental, and 
only then the next steps in this 
direction have any meaning:

1) Planning and designing a 
synagogue presents a real chal- 
lenge to an architect with Jew- 
ish feeling. A synagogue is not 
a Jewish church, as so many 
see it, a holy place removed 
from all earthly things, but a 
place in the center of worldly 
affairs. It is a bet haknesset 
where people may come ang go, 
and not a “church” with mysti- 


cal implications. From _ times 
past, it was a center of learning 
and discussions, a very lively 


place, but these characteristics 
were stripped after the days of 
the emancipation, and it became 
a house of pious prayer very 
similar to that of its Christian 
neighbor. 

2) “THE INTERIORS of syn- 
agogues could use the services 
of cabinet makers and designers 
for the Aron Kodesh and for 
seats and pews. 

3) “A silversmith coulg try 
his hand at a Kiddush cup, a 
menorah or ornaments for the 
Torah. 

4) “A weaver could design 
and weave vestments for the 
Torah, taleisim, and draperies, 
with various Jewish themes and 
symbols interwoven. 

“NEEDLESS TO say, all these 
demands could be easily ful- 
filleg by writing to a dealer in 
Jewish religious articles. But I 
am not talking about mass pro- 
duction — this would ruin the 
very essence of it. I am talking 
about the effort of the individ- 
ual craftsman to create some- 
thing new in his own workshop.” 

Goldschmidt then goes on to 
say he would be most interested 
in discussing his ideas with any- 
one who cares te listen and to 
participate, and — oh yes, he 
closes with a wish for a healthy 
ang prosperous year. We accept, 
and this also pass on to you.

THERE IS always room for 
one more good cantorial voice 
aboard ship, so let us pipe Jos- 
eph Eidelson on deck, via the 
Metro Music Co., whose 12-inch 
LP, “Cantorials,’ features the 
East Midwood Jewish Center 
(Brooklyn) tenor, 

Cantor Eidelson, a native of 
Warsaw, was, like Sholom Katz,

Israelis Ask: Why Can't U. S. 
See We Really Beat Russia?

would not hesitate to sacrifice 
the pawn for the sake of an ad- 
vantageous move. 

An American in Israel has had 
a difficult time of it of late, 
“Your Dulles” and “your Eisen- 
hower” are the words one hears 
on every side. The Israeli can 
not understand America’s. atti- 
tude. Surely it is to America’s 
own best interests to keep the 
Soviet Union out of the Middle 
East. Yet in all this area only 
Israel is a dependable, democrat- 
ic- pro-Western, and, as has been 
proven, physically powerful 
force. 


IF NOT FOR Israel, the whole 
Middle Eastern picture already 
would have been quite differ- 
ent. The enormous’ military 
stores foung in the Sinai penin- 
sula were infinitely more than 
the Egyptian army itself ever 
could have absorbed. There were 
hundreds of tanks and armored 
cars ang heavy artillery pieces. 
There were more than 1,000 mis- 
cellaneous vehicles, There were 
1 million blankets. There was a 
vast quantity of food and sup- 
plies and ammunition. Obvious- 
ly, obviously, this was a Soviet 
storage depot, a chache being 
built up against the time when 
the Reds hag only to move their 
troops and technicians in. The 
equipment was all ready. 

This explains the great Rus- 
sian anger. Israel spoiled the 
whole plan. The Kremlin’s plan 
for a sudden coup in the Middle 
East, which had as its aim the 
seizure of the Suez canal and 
the rich oil fields, has been de- 
feateg even before it could get 
started.

HERE IS a service which Is- 
rael has rendered to the free 
world, which has gone almost 
unnoticed. 

Is there no understanding of 
this in the American State De- 
partment? Washington may be 
too far from the scene to appre- 
ciate what has happened, but 
the Pope of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church understands the im- 
plications very well. The Vati- 
can has not been a conspicuous 
friend of Israel heretofore, but 
a Vatican spokesman, broadcast- 
ing from Rome last week, took 
pains to point out that though 
Israel may. be small it too has 
a right to peace, independence 
and_ self-defense. Nations, like 
individuals, have certain inalien- 
able rights of equality, and these 
do not depend on their size. Thus 
spoke the Vatican. 


Today we have become a foot- 
ball on the field of international 
politics, Our success on the mil- 
itary front is well known. Would 
that we shall be nearly as suc- 
cessful on the diplomatic front. 

One last worg about the State 
Department. 

There is almost universal] be- 
lief in Israel] that the real vil- 
lain is Dulles, Eisenhower is 
well meaning, but has been mis- 
led. Indeed, the tone of Eisen- 
hower’s letter to Ben-Gurion, 
ang the statements of the Amer- 
ican government since Dulles’ 
hospitalization seem to indicate 
a shift in attitude. We shall see. 
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One mother was telling us 
that she had tried to follow the 
ecommended practice of an- 
swering frankly and _ straight- 
forwardly any questions her 
growing children had put to 
her on the subject of sex and 
where babies come from and 
any such related topics. 

But, she recalled, that wasn’t 
the way her own mother had 
approached the problem.

WHEN SHE TOLD her mother, 
there was. still no explanation 
forthcoming, only the _ cryptic 
statement: “Stay away from 
boys,” accompanied by a smart 
slap across her cheeks. 

The slap, if I recall “Life Is 
With People” correctly, was the 
traditional Jewish custom on 
this occasion to insure that the 
young lady would thenceforth 
have rosy cheeks. 

And, as I said, there was no 
further information forthcom- 
ing, no elucidation on why or 
how or when or where she was 
to “stay away from boys.” 


COME TO THINK of it that 
bit of instruction, “stay away 
from boys,” makes as much 
sense as do our present-day ad- 
monitions, 

“All the other young people 
get their family car for evening 
dates, all the others go for an 
unchaperoned stroll outdoors at 
parties and dances, all the others 
go in for kissing and petting. 
Well, if everybody else does it, 
I guess it must be all right; 
but see here, whatever you do, 
don’t you dare bring disgrace 
on the family name by getting 
into trouble.” 

Of course not. Go ahead and 
play with fire, since it seems to 
be the accepted thing to do, but

I reported last week on Dr. 
Murray’s sentiments that Hillel 
foundations at college were both 
“too Jewish” and “not Jewish 
enough,” Mr, Gordon, because 
I foung his position thought- 
provoking; and I concluded by 
taking a stand on the subject, 
neither too lengthy nor _ pro- 
found a stand, to be sure, but 
a stand. 

In both instances, you notice, 
I was careful to speak with cau- 
tion. It was only “partly” the 
fault of the public school sys- 
tem that young Jews seem to 
find little interest In Jewish sub- 
ject matter, and it would only 
“help” insure the perpetuation 
of Judaism for Jews to marry 
other Jews. 


AND IN both instances one 
coulg argue on solid grounds. 
For proof of the importance of 
early schooling on adult inter- 
ests, we can turn to the shtetl 
where young boys were initiated 
into Jewish learning at the age 
of three or so, and where we 
find them content to spend the 
remainder of their lives study- 
ing, discussing, orating, or de- 
bating the various aspects of 
Jewish knowledge. And what is 
the quickest way to block the 
perpetuation of Judaism today? 
Marriage to a non-Jew who 
(particularly a non-Jewish girl) 
can generally be expected to 
bring up her children as she was 
brought up. 

Yet the subject is a complex 
one and I could just as easily 
argue on your side. Judaism 
can't very well survive without 
Jews grounded in Jewish knowl- 
edge (I’ve said this before); and 
there is a problem of Jews ghet- 
toizing themselves, though that 
subject I stop short of tackling 
at this point. 

I wouldn’t point the finger as 
definitely as you do, Mr. Gor- 
don, at parents and Jay leaders 
whom you label “indifferent.” I 
think they rather are confused 
and concerned but uncertain 
which way to turn.

GRATED POTATO KUGEL 

6 potatoes 

1 onion 

3 eggs 

% tsp. salt 

% cup flour (approximately) 

pepper to taste ‘ 

4 tbisps. melted shortening 

Grate the potatoes, let stand 
a few minutes, then squeeze out 
the excess liquid. Grate the on- 
ion into the pulp. If you have 
an electric blender you may 
grate the potatoes and onions in 
it, straining out the liquid 
through cheesecloth. Beat in the 
eggs, salt and pepper and add 
as much flour as necessary to 
make a batter that will drop 
from the spoon, not pour. Melt 
the shortening in the baking 
pan or casserole, ang fold it into 
the batter, Pour into well- 
greased baking pan. Bake 30 to 
40 minutes at 375 degrees until 
well browned and crisp.

LOKSHEN KUGEL 
2 eggs 
% Ib, broad noodles, boiled 


and drained 
3 tblsps. sugar 
4 tsp. salt 
4 tbisps. shortening 

% cup raisins 

1% cup chopped almonds 

3 tblsps. bread crumbs 

Beat the eggs with the sea- 
sonings and add to the noodles, 
being sure to coat all the noo- 
dles. Melt the shortening in the 
baking dish and add to the mix- 
ture. Pour half the mixture into

NOT ONLY did Berger win 
a gold medal at Melbourne last 
week, but he did it with eclat. 
He broke both the world and 
Olympic records in winning the 
featherweight division of the 
Olympie weight-lifting compe- 
tition, 

Isaac lifted a total of 352.5 
kilograms (776.5 pounds). This 
bettered the former world mark 
by 2.5 kilograms (5.51 pounds) 
and gave the United States its 
second gold medal in weight- 
lifting. 

En route to his huge total, 
the 135-poung Berger also hoist- 
ed 1375 kilograms (303.14 
pounds) in the jerk, which bet- 
tereq the old mark by 2.5 kilo- 
grams (5.51 pounds).

U. S. Champ To Try To Break Jinx 


Henry Laskau, Of N.Y., May 





Win Olympics Walking Title

NEW YORK (NJP)—One of the great champions of track and field sports, Henry Laskau of 


New York’s 92d Street YMHA, is representing the United States in his third Oiympics at 


bourne, Australia. Laskau has 
titles than any athlete in AAU 
by a jinx. 

At the London Olympics in 
1948, and at Helsinki in 1952, 
Laskau was summarily disqual- 
ified. Walking is an event com- 
pletely subject to the authority 
of judges, who have the last 
word on whether a man is walk- 
ing correctly—with one foot al- 
ways in contact with the ground. 

There were no American rep- 
resentatives on the judging pan- 
els, ang the European judges did 
not approve of his form. Several 
prominent observers have even 
suggested that the disqualifica- 
tions had a distinct odor of pol- 
itics. 

On both occasions, all three 
American walkers were waved 
off the track—effectively keep- 
ing the Uniteg States from scor- 
ing in an event in which it had 
no officials to protest.

BUT F...... may be less of a 


problem in these Olympies. Ire 
ving Schoolman, who is manages 
ing the United States walkers 
and marathon runners at Mel+ 
bourne, says that the lengthen 
ing of the 10-kilometer race -to 
20 kilometers will reduce the 
possibility of violations, At any 
rate, Laskau himself is deter- 
mined to defeat the bugaboo of 
unfriendly officiating. 

Almost as much as winning, 
he dreams of finishing—so much 
so that it may seem as if he 
may cramp his own style, cons 
centrating on correct form and 
possibly sacrificing speed. 

But Henry Laskau is a great 
champion first of all, ang when 
he races against the best walk- 
ers from all over the world he 
will be out to score points - for 
the United States Olympic team, 
and for the sport of walking. 

THE ONLY American victory 
in a walking race in the Olyme- 
pics was in 1906, when George 
V. Bonhag won at Athens, 
Greece. In Laskau, the United 
States has its best chance in 5@ 
years to do it again—-and its last~ 
—for this athlete, who came te 
the United States from Hitler’g 
Germany in 1939, and took up 
walking in 1946, plans to retire

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War Brings Quick Rabbinic Rules On Sabbath Smoking, Bunker Mezuzot, Etc.

Must mezuzot be afficed to the entrances of 
front-line bunkers, pillboxes, dugouts, and strong- 
points? To the entrances of cabins aboard warships, 
tanks, airplanes and staff trucks, trailers and cara- 
vans? What are the rules and regulations concern- 
ing such mezuza addition? 

Where and how should Sifrei Torah be carried, 
kept and handled under frontline, fiekd and combat 
conditions? Which units rate a Sefer Torah and 
which do not? 

Are there special prayers for paratroopers, frog- 
men, commandos and divers? 

What are the rules on smoking on the Sabbath 
under combat conditions? 

THESE, AND many other questions, were nat- 
urally not foreseen by the Jewish religion, and en- 
tirely new rulings, keeping in line with the Halaka, 
and always with the approval of the Israel chief 
rabbinate, had to be developed and given. 

The Israel army command supports the military 
rabbinate with all means at its disposal and is in 
turn supported by all religious parties without 
an exception, except for the Natorei Karta fanatics 
to whom anything connected with the state of Is- 
rael is anathema. 

The chaplains attached to every unit are not 
only religious and spiritual leaders, but are also 
responsible for kosher food and kitchens, religious 
holidays and festivals, entertainment of a religious- 
traditional nature, marriages, divorces, burials and 
memorials of and for military personnel. 

EVERY MILITARY chaplain has enough official 
funds at his disposal to provide 15 bottles of wine 
and 96 sweet cakes per year for every single soldier 
under his care, which means that if a chaplain has 
1,000 soldiers, he disposes of 15,000 bottles of wine 
a year, a fact which makes the chaplains immensely 
popular with the troops. 

To get back to the new military rabbinate regula- 
tions formulated in answer to the questions cited 
above, the general ruling is that a mezuza must be 
affixed to the door or entrance of anything which 
conceivably serves as living quarters. 

A FRONTLINE bunker serves as living quar- 
ters, because the soldiers off duty sleep, and all 
soldiers eat there, and a mezuza should be affixed 
to the bunker entrance whenever possible. The 
same goes, of course, for all permanent air-raid 
shelters and bigger fortifications. As to pillboxes 


and dugouts, no mezuzot are necessary, because 
these structures are not used for living, but for 
fighting only. 

If a pillbox crew feels that it’s going to stay 
there for a long time, they may affix a mezuza on 
their own initiative. In all cases, the necessary me- 
zuzot will be supplied by the chaplain. 

All shipboard cabins used for sleeping, eating 
and resting rate a mezuza at the door. Chief Rabbi 
Herzog has affixed with his own hands the mezuzot 
to the doors of the captains’ cabins aboard Israel’s 
two newest destroyers, Yaffo and Eilat. Aboard 
smaller craft, such as torpedo and patrol boats, 
mezuzot at the entrance to the living quarters, 
engine room and galley suffice. 


CONCERNING PLANES, no mezuzot are nec- 
essary, Since no plane is used for sleeping or eat- 
ing, but only as a means of combat or transporta- 
tion. 

However, to make religious paratroopers feel 
better, mezuzot may be affixed to doors of transport 
aircraft at the chaplain’s own discretion, so a para- 
trooper can kiss the mezuza before jumping. 

Moreover, if a bember’s or a transport plane’s 
crew feel safer with a mezuza at the entrance to 
their cockpit, it may be affixed, 

No mezuza may be affixed, though,, to tanks, 
trucks, armored cars or other vehicles which are 
used for fighting and/or transportation. On the 
other hand, mezuzot should be affixed to the doors 
of big staff trucks, trailers and caravans which are 
used for sleeping and/or eating. 

Concerning Sifrei Torah, all units which have a 
chaplain ‘and/or a religious affairs officer (i.e. a 
chaplain who is not an ordained rabbi) rate a small 
synagogue and a Sefer Torah of their own. Such 
units include all military camps, barracks and per- 
manent defense installations (airfields, radar sta- 
tions, etc), all Navy warships with crews of over 
100; flotillas of smaller warships whoSe crews aver- 
age 100 or more; all Navy bases, yards, and air 
force squadrons with total crews (air and ground) 
of more than 100; all infantry, artillery, armored, 
engineer, paratroops, etc., units of battalion strength; 
all training depots, etc. 


UNDER COMBAT or field conditions, the chap- 
lain naturally moves together with his unit, and 
sets up a field synagogue, where the Sefer Torah 
is treasured. It is the duty of the chaplain and the 

‘religious affairs sergeants (two to four per each 


chaplain) to see to it that a Torah should under no 
circumstances fall into the enemy’s hands or be 
otherwise desecrated. 

Religious affairs officers and sergeants, and 
most of the chaplains as well, are graduates of com- 
bat schools, officers and sergeants courses, and, in 
many cases, of the paratroop and commando 
schools, Although actual combat is not the duty of 
chaplains and their assistants, fighting against the 
enemy is not only permitted, But is even a mitzva. 

There are no special prayers for military per- 
sonnel on dangerous duties in the air, in and under 
the water, behind enemy lines, etc., but it’s good 
to pray before such a mission, putting one’s self in 
the Lord’s care, and to pray the Gommel Prayer, 
to thank the Lord for saving one’s life after the 
successful completion of such mission. 

SMOKING ON the Sabbath in mess halls, clubs, 
barracks, offices and other military areas is forbid- 
den by army regulations, which are strict on this 
point. Soldiers may smoke on the Sabbath only in 
the privacy of their living quarters or outside the 


© camp area. 


However, under combat conditions, smoking is 
permitted if it serves to lessen strain, and as an 
aid to rest and relaxation of combat-weary troops. 

A story is told of an army captain on front-line 
duty who emerged on Sabbath morning from his 
staff bunker with a pipe in his mouth, when he 
met his battalion's chaplain. 

The young captain was embarrassed and tried 
to hide the pipe in his pecket, but only succeeded 
in burning the seat of his pants. The chaplain 
laughed heartily, and told the startled captain that 
it was all right for him to smoke. 

“But, rabbi,” the captain protested, 
Gay togay «... .” 

“I know it’s Saturday,” the chaplain said, “but 
it’s all right for you to smoke. It’s Pikua Nefesh 
(Saving of Souls), and under the Pikuah Nefesh 
rule you may even eat pork on Yom Kippur, if it’s 
necessary to save souls.” “I know that,” the cap- 
tain confessed, “but I still don’t see how my smok- 
ing a pipe’on the Sabbath can save a soul... .” 

“It’s simple, my son,” the chaplain pointed out, 
“you didn’t sleep all night and you are now tired, 
your nerves are frayed and your reflexes are weary 
and dull. Smoking a pipe refreshes your mind, re- 
laxes your strained nerves and makes you equal 
to facing the task of conducting combat against our 
enemy.

The distortions about Jews which Edwin M. Wright, 
‘assistant dean of the State Department’s School of Inter- 
national Studies passes off for scholarly facts would not 
be tolerated. by our government for one moment were 
these charges. being made against any other ethnic or re- 
ligious group in the United States. 

; This is not so much the fault of the government as it 
is of the Jewish leadership. 

Assuming that Dean Wright were maligning another 
religious group, not only would the clergy be up in arms, 
but the.lay leadership would be asking for his removal in 
terms which hardly could be ignored. — 

We are loath to believe that President Eisenhower, if 
he were advised of them, would tolerate the calumnies 
against Jews of which Dean Wright is guilty. 

This is not Dean Wright’s first offense. The account 
in the news column of this issue relates how as far back 
‘a8 1951 Dean Wright was already taking a one-sided anti- 
Zionist view, and enlarging his indictment to include Jews 
in general. 

At that time, as of now, he was ready with alibis. 
‘Either he was misquoted or his remarks were being taken 
out of context. 

Whether Dean Wright’s facts are right or wrong, it is 
‘obvious from those which he chooses to present, that he is 
‘nothing more nor less than an intellectual anti-Semite. This 
kind of pseudo intellectual who attempts to clothe his at- 
tacks on Jews in scholarly garb is the worst, for he there- 
fore seeks to avoid stigmatization. 

The wonder is not that the State Department person- 
nel, which over these years has been indoctrinated by this 
‘anti-Semite is so anti-Israel, but that it is not more anti- 
Israel than it is. 


THE COUNCIL AGAIN 


The position of the American Council for Judaism has 
been that its members are better Americans than the re- 
mainder of the Jews of the United States, and most specifi- 
cally those who are Zionists. 

“Our attitude to foreign nations is purely and simply 
that of any American. We have no entangling alliances 
with or allegiance, explicit or implied, to any foreign coun- 
try.” 

This, of course, sounds so reasonable that hardly any- 
_ one would want to dispute it. 

“All that we ask,” the statement continues, “is that 
the foreign policy of our government be formed in the best 
interest of all the citizens of the United States — without 
consideration of special pleading by partisan pressure 
groups.” 

This is, of course, a direct attack on the loyalty of 
United States Jews, and the baseness of the charge will 
escape no one. 

Not even the Council for Judaism can deny that this 
statement is aimed at compromising the loyalty of United 
States Jews for supporting a nation which is democratic 
against one which is commonly accepted as a dictatorship. 

What the statement fails to answer is how we arrive 
at what is the best interest of the United States govern- 
ment. Is that best interest supporting Nasser or for call- 
ing for fair treatment for Israel? 

But not even the first part of the statement—about the 
Council’s attitude to foreign nations being purely and 
#mimply that of any American—is more tenable. The best 
‘eitizen keeps fully informed on developments in all parts 
of the world, and arrives at a view based on the facts. The 
Council for Judaism’s position seems to equate the best 
type of citizenship with that which follows United States 
foreign policy with a sort of guileless belief that whatever 
‘our State Department decides is automatically best and 
right. 

We leave it to our readers whether blind obedience 
and fear of expressing a view is real democracy. 

But why is it always necessary for the Council to at- 
tack the loyalty of United States Jews whenever it issues 
a statement? Can't the Council merely state its views, 
and let it go at that, without perennially impugning the 
loyalty of others? 


PRAISE FOR WOMEN 


The women of the Conservative synagogue who at 
their convention took off one hour each day to study the 
Torah and observe their morning devotions must not be 
the average young Jewish housewife of our acquaintance. 

While paying tribute editorially to those who planned 
the convention of the National Women’s League of thé 
Conservative Movement, and suggesting that all national 
Jewish organizations could do worse than emulate these 
women, we cannot withhold the question of what happens 
to the friends of these women, if not these women them- 
selves, back in their home communities. 

For it is obvious to anyone who is acquainted with 
American Jewish life that the young Jewish mothers, going 
on up-to middle age, stay away from religious services 
in droves. 

That this is true also in the Reform Movement goes 
without saying, and we are not being invidious here. 

But this should not rob the convention of the Women’s 
League of its deserved praise. 

Today’s young Jewish woman is nothing more nor less 
than a product of an environment which says that bridge 
and movies’ and TV are important, and matters of the 
spiritual realm of no consequence. 

But, fortunately, her children will be different, and 
an the brain of the mother there are already stirrings of 
misgivings over the emptiness of the kind of a life which 
puts the Cadillac and the hairdresser above the kind of 
true satisfactions which alone can make life worth while. 


* 
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Wherever there is a_ sueeressful rabbi, 
there you find a warm, friendly human being 
who likes people and inevitably weaves him- 
self into the life pattern of the members of 
‘his congregation. This can hardly be achieved 
by the rabbi who spends only a few years 
in any one pulpit, and is as good an argu- 
ment as is needed for the principle of rabbis 
staying in pulpits over a period of years. 

Hardly a week passes that in some city 
throughout the United States, this or that 
rabbi is not being honored on an important 
anniversary. These occasions are rightfully 
marked by the congregation, and serve to 
weld the bond between the rabbi and the 
membership. A loving congregation finds 
too few occasions to pay tribute to its spiritual 
leader, and a ceremony once every five or 10 
years is hardly often enough to recall the 
many ministrations of the men in our pulpits. 

That is why. we here at The POST often 
feel remiss. when we cannot pay our respects 
editorially to each rabbi who is being so 
honored. 

In St. Louis recently Rabbi Julian Mil- 
ler was feted on the occasion of his 50th 
year in the rabbinate, certainly an auspicious 
event. In New Orleans, Rabbi Julian B. 
Feibelman marked his 30th year in the rab- 
binate and his 20th as spiritual leader of Con- 
gregation: Gates of Prayer. In Chicago and 
Columbus, O., Rabbis Ira Eisenstein and Na- 
than Zelizer are being feted, the one for his 
25th year in the rabbinate and the other for 
his 25th year as Rabbi of Temple Tifereth 
Israel. And finally im Indianapolis, Rabbi 
William P. Greenfeld will be tendered a ban- 
quet on the occasion of his 10th year as rabbi 
of Beth-El Zedeck Congregation. 

We do not normally report on activities 
of cantor, as you must have noticed, yet this 
group of servants to the Jewish community, 
can often be as important as the rabbi. It 
often is true that the rabbi, because he is 
torn in so many directions, doesn’t have time 
to be as friendly as he would like to be with 
the people in the community. And because 
the rabbi’s time is so valuable, he can hardly 
be expected to help in the Jewish National 
Fund. collections, or secure members for the 
B'nai B'rith, etc. 

The cantor therefore often becomes a be- 
loved member of the Temple family, and 





when he serves the congregation for a long 
period of years, he unquestionably is part 
and parcel of its Jewish life. We are called 
to these thoughts by a newspaper clipping 
sent to us by Congregation Beth Mordecai, 
of Perth Amboy, N. J. There Cantor Ger. 
shon. Ephros is retiring after 30 years with 
the congregation. , 

Meanwhile, in Passaic, N. J., Congrega- 
tion. Adas Israel wiil bestow its love ang af- 
fection on a Hebrew teacher who has been 
instructing the children of the congregation 
for the past 35 years, and whose teaching 
career extends back to 1902. 

Without the ministrations of its public 
servants, the Jewish community would be 
considerably worse off. Not all those who 
are religious and pedagogical functionaries 
of the Jewish community are consecrated 
people whose devotion warrants their being 
singled out for praise. 

But these people are the scapegoats for 
the shortcomings of the Jews of today. They 
are the most easily accessible objects of our 
criticism. 

When United States Jewry begins to 
realize how much of a debt it owes to its 
servants, then it will have traveled a long 
way on the road toward maturity. 

The POST’s correspondents in Israel all 
grabbed pen in hand (typewriters) as soon 
as hostilities erupted, to give us a first-hand 
account of developments. 

But unfortunately for us, the Israel post 
office held up all mail, for a few days, so 
that when the missives finally arrived here, 
the news and color.stories they brought were 
mostly out of date. But not all. 

Our most prolific Israeli correspondent, 
Leo Heiman, sent us a daily report of what 
he went through, writing it in the first person 
as a letter, and from the moment he was 
awakened in the middle of the night by the 
Shelling from the later captured Egyptian 
destroyer, to his being called to: active duty 
in the navy, we had the benefit of seeing an 
average, but highly articulate Israeli get 
ready psychologically and physically for war. 

The POST of the past few weeks carried 
a few accounts from our correspondents, and 
this week you’ll see some more, as odd and 
quaint incidents connected with the hostil- 
ities become known.

Only the naive and the faithful can be 
optimistic in these times—the naive because 
they do not see the difficulties, the faithful 
because they see beyond them.

. for their skins acts as a 
brake for the time, it is not 
certain that this brake will 
always operate, since those 
who ruthlessly destroy the 
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Weinstein 
life of others often turn this recklessness up- 
on themselves, 

A gigantic game of Russian roulette is 
being played, the Soviets holding the gun 
pointed at the heart of the free world. The 
only power strong enough to take the gun 


from the mailed Russian fist is understand- 
ably afraid to jog the trigger iinger. 
MEANWHILE, smaller nations whose 
margin of time to wait and see is not so gen- 
erous are more ready to launch defensive 
attack upon the Muzhik tyrant or his Egyp- 
tian satellite. One of these nations is Israel. 
As the people of Israel reflect with bit- 
ter chagrin the loss of the fruits of their 
triumph against Nasser and contemplate the 


. dour prospect of attack from the Jordan- 


Syrian-Iraqi alliance on the east of their 
borders, they must feel a poignant nostalgia 
for the simpler days when Moses declared the 
law on the plain between Ebal and Gerizim, 
when evil was evil and good was good. 
There were no great powers in those 
days who came to the aid of a tyrant on the 
moral ground of defending the peace. There 
was no great association of nations dedicated 
to world government, proclaiming the phony 
doctrine that those who provoke a victim to 
self defense are guardians of the peace, while 
the victim is a violator of the peace! What 


a bitter irony it must. be for the heirs of 
Isaiah and Micah to contemplate. that the 
United Nations, which sprung from the vision 
of the prophets, has been maneuvered into 
becoming an agency for the protection of 
tyrants! 

FORTUNATELY we have the long per- 
spective of our history to comfort us. That 
which is crooked does become straight, and 
power harnessed to evil ends has an internal 
compulsion to disintegrate. We have also 
the comfort of knowing that the Lord saves 
by few as well as by many, 

This was the faith of the Maccabees; and 
as they derived it from David’s triumph over 
Goliath, so they have projected it to the men 
and women of the Israeli army, who, with 
but five smooth pebbles, brought low the 
men armored with spears like weaver’s beams 
and with coats of mail forged in the fac- 
tories of Stalin’s heirs. 

Dark are the clouds that press upon the 
hopes of men. Stygian the fears that peck 
like crows at our hearts; but the command 
goes forth that we kindle the lights and add 
more light each day to illumine the faith of 
Zechariah that black day he spoke to Zerub- 
babel: “Not by might, nor by power, but 
by my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” So 
did faith speak to power in ancient Israel 
and so does it speak today, when modern 
Maccabees call upon their Lord of haests to 
contend with the lords of earth. 
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RABBI FED UP WITH BATTLE 
OF REFORM VS. ORTHODOX 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
The intense Orthodox-Reform 
polemic which has been raging 
in your columns this year has 
about reacheq the saturation 
point. 

For me this point was marked 
by the letter of Rabbi William 
F. Rosenblum against Rabbi Na- 
than Drazin (NJP, Nov. 16, ’56). 

As a native of Baltimore I was 
blessed by a smal] share of Rab- 
bi Drazin’s spiirtual guidance 
during the days of my precious 
Orthodox upbringing. As a con- 
vinced Reform rabbi, I regret 
that Rabbi Rosenblum chose to 


abuse and belittle a man of 
Rabbi Drazin’s deep Jewish 
jearning, wide general knowl- 


edge, and rare personal ability. 
This is ne way to express the 
legitimate grievances the Re- 
form people have. 

This is a time of highest spir- 
itual challenge and opportunity 
for Judaism. It is no time for 
petty quarrels. We can | clearly 
recognize our differences while 
co-operating on common prob- 
lems. 

In this connection I might 
mention that our own small com- 
munity of Poughkeepsie repre- 
sents an example, imperfect but 
noteworthy, of co-operation 
among the three wings, 

We have a community Hebrew 


school; the rabbis meet regu- 
larly; the congregations co-or- 
dinate some activities. 

The problem you raised in the 
lead editorial of the same issue 
in which Rabbi Rosenblum’s 
letter appeared; namely, of 
transmitting the national action 
on Israel to the local Jewish 
scene, was easily solved here. 
The night after the presidents 
met in New York, all 20 Jewish 
organizations here met ang ar- 
ranged total distribution of the 
message through the Jewish 
Community Center. On Friday 
night about 70 per cent of the 
Jewish population was in syna- 
gogue, listening to rabbis speak 
on the crisis. 

I feel that this is due to rab-

Former Hillel Head Argues With Helen Cohen 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
Helen Cohen, in her column of 
Nov. 23, 1956, replies to the con- 
tention of a Christian, Dr. J. G. 
Murray, of Adelphi college, that 
Hillel foundations at colleges 
are “not Jewish enough” and at 
the same time “too Jewish.” 

The professor’s criticism was 
on the one hand that activities 
and discussion topics at Hillel 
were overly secular and uncon- 
cerned with “religious and eth- 
ical and cultural matters” (Jew- 
ish culture, that is). He notes a 
“certain tendency in Hille! 
groups to integrate so well that 
I fear they may integrate their 
entity right out of existence...” 
His other criticism, according to 
Mrs. Cohen’s interpretation, is 
that Jewish college students are 
“too clannish.” 

Mrs. Cohen feels that this gen- 
tleman is unfair on both counts. 
She aptly validates the clannish- 
ness by pointing out that thus 
Jewish boys will marry Jewish 
girls. She then balmes the pub- 
lie education system for not 
teaching Jewish subjects, and 
asks why “after all these years 
of indoctrination 1n general and 
non-Jewish knowledge should 
cellege-level Jews suddenly de- 
velop an appetite for strange, 
unknown materiat?” 

This writer sides with the pro- 
fessor. Apparently there is a 
pattern among our college stu- 
dents of bending together so as 
to identify with their religion 
and at the same time protect 
themselves from it. (And who 
would say that this pattern is 
limiteg. to college-age Jews?) 

Such behavior is evident on 
the University of Minnesota 
campus. Jewish students, by and 


large, identify strongly with 
their religion in a peculiar man- 
ner which may be deemed “so- 
cial-identification.” It is peculiar 
in that it is all-satisfying, appar- 
ently obviating the need for real 
religious identification. 

There exist many “Jewish 
groups” which are conglomer- 
ates of Jewish people—little 
more, Neither I, nor Dr. Mur- 
ray, I’m sure, would quarrel 
with the notion that social in- 
tercourse is fine and quite es- 
sential for the success and per- 
petuation of any cultural group, 
but who is everyone trying to 
kid? 

The pattern of clannishness, 
coupled with the refusal to de- 
velop identity with Jewish val- 
‘ues merely serves to slap the 
student on both his cheeks. On 
campuses where interracial and 
interreligious friction is at an 
all-time low, it keeps the Jews 
self-ghettoized, preventing their 
venturing forth and being ac- 
cepted as individuals, with no 
note made of their religious af- 
filiation. (If the students had 
Jewish values, who knows, by 
coming out of the Pale, they 
might even make a group con- 
tribution, as Jews, to the col- 
lege community. But this is 
probably too positive an ap- 
proach for the present.) 

The other cheek gets even 
more hyperemic when one con- 
siders that the substitution of 
social values for religious val- 
ues while still calling it valid, 
living Judaism, prohibits the 
student from _ open - mindedly 
thinking about, evaluation and 
relating his religion to himself 
during these most opportune 
years of storm and stress, The 
danger, then, lies in accepting 


this group belongingness as all 
there is, and has to be, to Ju- 
daism, 

The student 
graduated 


is all too soon 
from college and 
ready for, if not already engaged 
in, raising a family — having 
been taught an abundance of 
facts, theories and lawg- having 
been amused and generally hav- 
ing been made into an expert 
technician—but with hardly a 
brief encounter with the intellec- 
tual and emotional problem of 
making meaningful and_  val- 
uable the religion which must 
serve him the rest of his days. 

This is the generation whose 
13th birthday was celebrated 
with all bar and very little mitz- 
va, and which may pass the same 
void of Jewish values on to the 
next generation. 

I cannot be satisfied with Mrs, 
Cohen’s statement that “When 
young Jewish people search out 
their own and choose each other 
in marriage that helps the per- 
petuation of the Jewish religion 
and eulture.” It certainly helps 
but by no means insures this 
perpetuation. Nor can I agree 
when she blames the _ public 
school system for teaching “al- 
most anything but Jewish sub- 
jects” rather than leveling the 
blame where it belongs—on in- 
different Jewish parents and lay 
leaders and as a consequence an- 
ineffective Jewish education sys- 
tem, 

This writer thinks it behooves 
as to take serious note of Dr, 
Murray’s statements, for he has 
touched on a subject of prime 
importance to American Jewry.

Yet for 2500 years the 
Jews all over the world have 
been using names of dieties and 
festivals not only foreign to our 
own philosophy but often ob- 
noxious to us. We are using 
these names every day in our 
letters, our newspapers, on all 
our legal documents and even 
in our holy books. 

I am referring to our ‘“Jew- 
ish” calendar (Nisan, Eyar, Si- 
van, ete.) which isn’t Jewish at 
all but a mixture of Assyrian, 
Chaldean, Sumerian and Cana- 
anitish. It seems that the mean- 


ings of the words of this calen- 
dar which we borrowed during 
our first Disapora were almost 
entirely unknown to us. 

In the entire Pentateuch there 
is no mention of a name eof a 
month, It is either the first 
month, or the second month, ete., 


or the month of sowing, the 
month of gleaning or the month 
of ingathering, etc., etc. 

We do know that the names 
of some of these months repre- 
sent Gods long buried in the 
dust of time. Some of these 
months represent holidays so 
foreign to our way of life that 
it is a wonder that we continue 
using them. 

If we really want to be con- 
sistent let us start by changing 
the names of our calendar ‘and 
adopting names more closely 
associateg with our people and 
our philosophy. We could, for 
instance, substitute the names 
of our 12 tribes for these mean- 
ingless and obnixious ones. Or 
we might emulate the Romans 
and insert the names of our im-

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HOME FOR AGED SICK DROPS 
OUT OF COMMUNITY COUNCIL 


NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—A small, Jewish home for the aged 
sick has rebelled against the all-inclusive Jewish Community Coun- 
cil of Essex County amid implied charges of interference. 

Dr. Joseph Fox, administrator of the 23-bed Home for Chronic 


Sick of near-by Irvington, told The POST: 


controversy and we don’t want 
to hurt them. We just want to 
be left alone.” 

An authority on social work 
and author of the soon-to-be 
published book, “The Chronical- 
ly ll in the United States,” Dr. 
Fox said his institution with- 
drew from the JCC after be- 
coming disillusioned with the 
latter’s promise to build a 250- 
bed hospital. 


IN DISAFFILIATING _ itself 
from the community council, 
the home also resigns from the 
JCC building fund and the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal. 

Dr. Fox said, however, that 
his institution is self-supporting 
and would be able to revert to 
its original plan to buy a larger 
facility in the Essex suburbs. 


HE CHARGED that the JCC 
leadership had deterred the home 
from this course of action more 
than two years ago by insist- 
ing upon a combined building 
fund and a brand-new hospital. 

At that time, Dr. Fox said, 
the JCC persuaded the Irving- 
ton group to withdraw a depos- 
it it hag placed in initial pay- 
.ment for the Orthopedic Hospi- 
tal of Orange. 

The JCC also received 24 
seats on the home's board of di- 
rectors at that time, Dr, Fox 
said. All but two of these 24 
have now resigned. 


TERMING THE JCC’s plans 
for a new hospital a “pipe 
dream,” Dr. Fox added that the 
JCC had exerteg pressure upon 
’ the home on other occasions to 
prevent it from moving to a 
new building or location. 

He said that the JCC instead 
proposed that the Irvington in- 
stitution merge with the Daugh- 
ters of Israel Home for the 
Aged m Newark under an ar- 
rangement which would give the 
home 20 representatives on a 
combined board of directors, Of 
the remaining 40 directors, 30 
would represent the Newark 
home and 10 would be chosen 
from the community at large.
